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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The following amendment is made to dependent claim 2 to require that the nitrogen-rich 
gas is fed to both of the means for supplying secondary air and tertiary air so as to be properly 
dependent upon independent claim 1, which requires that the nitrogen-rich gas is fed into the 
means for supplying secondary air. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

In claim 2, line 5, after the term "through" deleted the phrase "one or". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 
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Drawings 

4. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because claim 2 requires that the nitrogen-rich gas is fed to both the means for 
supplying secondary air and the means for supplying tertiary air, however, none of the drawings, 
including newly submitted drawing Fig. 2a, show the step of adding the nitrogen-rich gas to the 
means for supplying tertiary air. Applicant should properly show nitrogen-rich gas being added 
to the means for supplying tertiary air in the same manner as shown as the nitrogen-rich gas 
being added to the means for supplying secondary air illustrated in Fig. 2a. 

Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The 
corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance.
